“Visitor.” It is refreshing to hear ‘the views 
of a man blessed with corimonsense*in contra- 
distinction to the faddists run mad, who, being 
wrotched gciolists, simply spend public money 
and slay innocent persons to gratify their own 
proposterous and idiotic whims.. Is there no 
authority who can take charge of these eccea- 
tric persons and prevent them from making the 
jaland a hét-bed, of fever in their rage to 
prove a theory which is so obviously rotten?
